have never met with a man of taste, that has 
•witnessed it, who did not admire the Beenery 
of the Penobscot river and bay. 
Particularly 


are these scenes inteiesting when the historical 
associations connected with them are fresh in 
the mind. Hampden Battle ground and the 
blow up of the Adams, by Lieut. Monis—Oak 
Point and the destruction of the Ship Warren, 
and the disasters of the Mansachnsetts fleet—the

bright the path of peace which was commenced, 
by our fathers, and we have now met to perpet- 
uate the same. The path is now swept and is 
clean, so that all may now find their way to our 
Council-house. 
We expect several more tribes 


to meet us in a day or two—when they arrive,' 
we expect to proceed to business." 


More doings at Sing Sing Prison*. 


The New York State Prison at Sing bmg 


must be in a bad way. Scarcely a mail arrives 
that doea not bring some account of an attampt- 
ed escape, a fire, or a casualty of some lund ; 
and to-day we have the whole in a lamp-. 


On Wednesday noon a fire broke out in the 


prison while the convicts were at dinner. The 
brass and plate manufactory were destroyed, to- 
gether with a pretty heavy amount of stock, and 
a large part of what was saved was much dam- 
aged. It was no doubt the work of one of the 
convict incendiaries. On Thursday last anoth- 
er convict escaped from the prison. His name 
is Adams, and he is an Englishman by birth.— 
No clue as to his whereabout has been obtained 
since he effected his escape. 


One day last week, a convict set upqn Mr. 


Keeper Reqtia, and choked him in a most horri- 
ble manner. He was relieved from his uncom- 
fortable, if not perilous situation, by several oth- 
er convicts, who interposed their assistance to 
rescue him. 


A great Fish Battle in Barnstable Bay. 


The Boston Times states that a fight with 


black fish came off in Barnstable Bay on Tues- 
day, in which the combatants acquitted them- 
selves very favorably. The school, which had 
entered Barnstable harbor, were circumvented 
and-attacked by the inhabitants in about twelve 
boats, manned by about sixty men, armed with 
sythes, pitchforks, axes, some old knceg, one 
bayonet fastened to a pole, &c.

continued until 5 P. M. when 95 black fish were 
killed 
Three others, being the remnant of the 


school', escaped. 
The sport is lepresented to 


have been very animated; but most of those en- 
gaged in it being farmers, were not accustomed 
toit rand.not being provided with whalemen's 
gear, boats, &c., labored under some disadvan- 
tage. The result,however,was very gratifying, 
the fish being expected to aveiage a barrel of oil 
each, worth about forty cents per gallon. The 
sportsmen are represented to have striven man- 
fully with the huge animals, fighting, in some 
instances, with sheath knives, and at such close 
quarters that their garments were besprinkled 
with blood.
